on special permission of Mrs. Humphries, disappear so «fast that 
several copies of The Readers’ Digest, The Readers’ Guide, Time, 
Fortune, and others of the popular magazines have to be pur- 
chased each month, so that there will be one left at the end of 
the month for binding into the permanent volumes. g ‘ 

This theft does not stop, however, with pillaging of the of the 
magazine section. Many of the- J. C. Library’s reference books are 
missing also. Books such as ‘What Makes Us so Queer,” by Se- 
berry, and “The Human Mind,” b, Manning, presented by the Fili- 
pino alumni, and others are missi without a trace. 

Books that are to be used one perioa onty, are to have their 
cards left inside them, and those that are to be used for more than 
one period are to have their cards taken out and filed. 

If students would only follow these simple rules, many of the 
problems of the library would be solved. But, students take books 
out for more than one period and, accidentally or not, don’t take 
out the card to be filed. 

They take out the books and either lose the cards or forget 
about taking out the books. If the cards are not filed, then the li- 
brarian cannot check up and find out why a student has not re- 
turned a book. 

If students would only remember that there are other stu- 
dents in the school that would like to read the books that they 
have out at present, and return them when they have finished the 
books, it would make life a lot more agreeable for thé librarian and 
for. their fellow students. 

So let’s show a little common decency, and some consideration 
for our fellow teachers and students, and return those books and 
magazines that we have thoughtlessly ‘forgot to return’ and next 
time we take out a book, let’s check in the book card, and if we 


want to read a magazine, let’s read it in the library, for some one 
may want to read it next period.

Tribulations of Young 


Immigrant to U. S. 


Landed in this country when 
only thirteen years old with no 
knowledge of English, detained 
eight days at Ellis" Island be- 
cause he was too young to be 
travéling alone and then lost in 
Canada, when he took a train he 
supposed was going to San Fran- 
cisco! 

This was Louis Eris’ introduc- 
tion to the land of opportunity 
but it is hard to, imagine these 
circumstances in any way sub- 
dued the young immigrant Basque. 
Now after twenty three years the 
} situation seems too well under 
control. 

In spite of this, when asked for 
his story, Eris complained that he 
didn’t want to be interviewed. 

But after no little persuasion, 
he settled down to the difficult 
task of explaining his somewhat 
‘complicated geneology, describing 
his busy years in this country 
and at the same time riding herd 
to 70 energetic high school fresh- 
men. 

The Eris family tree has its 
roots firmly planted in the soil of 
the Pyrenees. with its branches 
spread into various parts of 
France and Spain. Eris’ mother 
was of French-Spanish origin; her 
mother having been Spanish and 
her father a French engineer who 
worked on the construction of the 
first railroad between France and 
Spain. Eris’ father was a French- 
man living in the Pyrenees. 

The choice of language for this 
family might have presented dif- 
ficulties had not a happy compro- 
mise been reached. Spanish was 
spoken at home, but young Louis 
was educated in French. This has 
since stood him in good stead. he 


says. 
Leaving her child with his 
grandmother, Eris’ mother came 


/to San Francisco in 1906. It was 
six years before she could send 
for her son to join her. 

At the advanced age of thirteen, 
Louis left school and set out 
alone on a journey half way 
around the world, a journey by 
no means uneventful. The trip 
over on -+the French boat was 
tranquil enough but he landed in 
New York without a word of 
English and armed with a small 
red pocket-dictionary set out to 
conquer the difficult English lan- 
guage.

I just took the biggest 
train I could find, thinking it 
must be going to San Francisco,” 
he replied to our question. “A 
couple of detectives finally picked 
me up and put me on the right 
train. It’s the only time I have 
ever had the slightest affection 
for cops.” 

When he arrived in the Bay 
region, he was put right to work 
and for five years did odd jobs 
around Oakland where his moth- 
er is now living. Although not 
afraid of manual labor, Louis, 
now eighteen, decided that he 
wanted to be a lawyer, To be a 
lawyer one must have an educa- 
tion, and to get an education one 
must go to school. Louis had re- 
ceived the equivalent of a high 
school education in France, but 
that was not much use in this 
country, especially if he wanted 
a degree. So he left home and at 
the age of eighteen started school 
all over again. He  breezed 
through grammar school in less 
than a year, high school took 
three years of his time, and he 
managed to do, five years of col- 
lege work in four. When twenty- 
five years old he was graduated 
from the University of California 
with an A.B. degree. 

By this time, his teachers had 
convinced him that with three 
languages at his command he 
would waste his time in law. He 
became a teacher. 

Don’t think that Eris just loafed 
through school here. No, he fouhd 
time to do one or two other 
things. For three years he played 
football for Oakland high and at 
Cal he played one year on the 
Rugby team. Besides this, he was 
able to teach night school at Gar- 
field high—he tyrned out over 500 
citizens—with a little janitoring 
thrown in on the side. And the 
list goés on. He worked for the 
Wells Fargo bank in San Fran- 
cisco as foreign correspondent; he 
worked for five summer seasons 
in Yosemite valley; and he work- 
ed for two years in a large ship 
yard, most of the time on . the 
night shift after school. He is 
now in virtual retirement here as 
a teacher. 

After being graduated from Cal 
in 1925, Eris taught for three 
years in a private school. Inci- 
dentally, the school had a repu- 
tation for being “tough” and Eris 
was the only. teacher there to 
have lasted more than one year. 
From there, the diminutive 
French-Spanish-Basque went. to 
Marin junior college, coming here 
seven years ago to teach French 
and Spanish.
